At the opening of the morning ses- 
ston Mr. Murdock said he had reasons 
to think that the other side wanted 
to delay the hearing until the thirty 
days allowed for a r®ndering of a 
judgment by the board had . expired. 
He was assured by Judge Chambers 
that before the thirty days were out

Superintendent Brand, in behalf of 
the Georgia railroad, reap a number of 
letters which passed befWeen the con- 
ductors’ committee and officials of tne 
railroad company in regard to the dis- 
missal of Conductor W. L. Davis, who 
was dismissed on September 2, 1911, for 
alleged violations of the rules.

An unidentified youth, apparently 19 
or 20 years old, was shot and almost 
instantly killed shortly before midnight 
last night by J. S. Copeland,. proprietor 
of a rooming house, when he appeared 
at the latter’s residence, 191 White- 
hall street, and insisted upon seeing 
a woman he declared to be his wife. 

Copeland, a 65-year-old veteran of 
the civil war, and his housekeeper, Mrs. 
M. A. Kinnebrew, a middle-aged wom- 
an, were arrested and sent to police 
headquarters. Copeland admits’ the 
shooting. The woman is held as a 
material witness. 

Copeland declares he ,acted in self- 
defense. He was calm and composed 
when placed in a cell at headquarters, 
and asserted his firm belief that he 
would be exonerated at the coroner's 
inquest. 

WOMAN BECOMES HYSTERICAL 

WHEN COPELAND IS ARRESTED 

Mrs. Kinnebrew was overcome by 
hysterics when Copeland was placed 
in a patrol wagon and could make no 
coherent statement to the detectives. 
She maintained that she knew but lt- 
tle of the shooting, and declared she 
had gained all Knowledge of the trag- 
edy from Copeland’s statement, 

Motorcycle Policeman Wood answer- 
ed, the telephone at police headquar- 
ters when Copeland called up to tell 
of the shooting. 

“Tl have .just shot a man® at 191 
Whitehall street,’’ Copeland said over 
the phone. ‘Hurry up, for I believe 
he’s dying.” 

Wood rushed with Policeman Hood 
to the Whitehall street address. The 
house is midway between two street 
lamps, and the only light came from

Washington, November 15.—General 
approval was voiced in democratic 
clreles tonight over President-elect 
Wilson’s decision to call an extra ses- 
sion of congress to revise the tariff. 
The announcement was in line with 
the almost universal recommendation 
ef senate and house leaders, and it 
met instant response tonight from 
Speaker Clark, Senator Williams, Wil- 
liam J. Bryan and from Senator Dixon, 
Colonel Rodsevelt’'s campaign mana- 
ger. 

Earlier in 


the day Speaker Clark 
had voiced his desire for the extra 
session in strong terms. A stmilar 
statement had been made early in the 
week by Senator Martin, democratic 
jeader of the senate. 

Cemment by Hepublicans. 

Some republican sentiment opposed 
to the special session was apparent 
among members in the capitol tonight. 
Although thé white house would not 
comment upon the announcement from 
New York, friends of President Taft | 
said the latter had hoped the demo- |! 
erats would not bring on any further 
disturbances of business. Senator Mc- 
Cumber, of North Dakota, republican, | 
expressed another republican’ view, 
namely, that he favored “getting it 
over with.”

If .the 
Plan adopted when the democratic 
house began work two years ago,:re- 
vising the tariff, schedule by sched- 
ule, is adhered to, it is expected that 
several bills will be ready for intro- 
duction in the house as soon as the 
special session convenes.

Solution to Problem. 

The cits could solve the problem by 
the purchase of a smal] strip of the 
land belonging to the Termina] com- 
pany, on the south, and the Atlanta 
Gas company, on the north. The 
only way the city stables could be 
utilized would be by closing in Rhodes 
street, which extends from Elliott to 
the railroad tracks. It would require 
authority of the legislature, and, ac- 
cording to Engineer Dowd, of the 
Destructor company, would necessi- 
tate changes in the contract and spec- 
ifications. 

The old crematory occupies a site 
of 36 feet front by 88 feet in depth, 
but there is space on both sides of 
the building to admit the passage of 
carts. To close in Rhodes street or 
Hulsey street would add 25 feet to 
the site of the city stables. Rhodes 
street is the means of egress to the 
gas property and Hulsey street leads 
to the gas property ‘und the old crema- 
tory. To close it, unless the city put 
in an underpass, would make the gas 
property and the old crematory plant 
inaccessible. 

Mechanical Impossibility. } 

“It is @ mechanical tmpossibility to 
erect the new crematory on the old 
site without tearing down the old 
plant,” said George C. Spence,‘ one of 
the attorneys representing the De- 
structor company. “That is the only 
site that is not hampered by injunc- 
tion. The court has already passed 
on the question, and the city has the 
right, under the law, to build crema- 
tories there perpetually. If there was 
any other site, and if we could build 
on the stable property we would go 
right ahead. But it will be months 
before the city could acquire the 
property, if such a thing is possible, 
and it will be equally as long to get 
authority to close in any 
of the two streets. By that time the 
opponents of the new crematory will 
be in power* and Atlanta will never 
get the plant.” 

The best that could possibly be done 
on the old site without molesting the 
old plant would be the erection of a 
173-ton plant, but there would be no

Contract Over’ Turner’s 
Opposition. 


The $50 rate for are lights in At- 
lanta wfil nét be reduced in 1913 and 
council is expected to approve the 
contract over the protest of R. C. Tur- 
ner, city electrician. The light com- 
held its meeting yesterday 
afternoon, discusse the submitted 
contract of the Georgia. Railway and 
Power company and,directed the city 
electrician to draw up a new contract 
with City Attorney James L. Mayson 
embodying unimportant changes. 

The only protest against the con- 
tract is likely to c@me from Council- 
man Claude Mason.. He has_taken the 
position that the city should be given 
the right to .cut- out the suspended 
arcs in the white way district until 
midnight. He says that it is a waste 
of money to burn all the lights in 
the district up to midnight and con- 
tinue the suspended arcs until day- 
light. 

“$50 Rate Is Excessive.” 

“The $50 rate for arc lights-is ex- 
cessive, as the city is paying at the 
rate of $42 each for the arcs in the 
white way district,” Electrician Turner 
declared. “The power, company claims 
that it costs more to light the ares 
in the business district than it does in 
the residence sections. As a matter of 
fact anything above $26 is a profit to 
the company.” ‘ 

“Well, what are we going to do 
about it?” asked Alderman McClelland. 

“We can’t get around it without 
competétion. The only . way is to 
establish a municipal plant,” replied 
Electrician Turner. 

Recommendation was made to the 
committee to reject the contract be- 
cause it makes no provision for a re- 
bate of $14 on arc lights in the white 
way. The committee adopted the 
recommendation. It also adopted the 
recommendation to require ten am- 
pheres for flaming ares and 450 watts 
of current at the are. The city elec- 
trician said that the flaming arc is a 
success if operated at ten ampheres, 
but is not at 71-2 ampheres.

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TECH FOR NEXT FIVE YEARS} 


By Rebert L. Hughes. 

At the meeting of the Tech Athletic 
association board Friday afternoon, 
Professor Randle, the faculty repre- 
sentative, was authorized to exercise 
the option which the Athletic asso- 
(lation held on Coach Helisman’s serv- 
ices for another five years, 

Professer Randle stated Friday night 
that he had been instructed to close 
the option held on Mr. Heilsman's serv- 
ices, and that he would act immediate- 
ly. This means that Coach Heisman 
will have full charge of athletics at 
Tech for another period of five years, 
beginning January 1, 1912. 

Mr. Heisman is the oldest college 
coach in the south in point of service, 
and also stands at the top in develop 
ing athletic teams. He graduated from 
the University of Pennsylvania, where 
he played an end on the football team, 
also making the nine. Although not 
making an All-American player while 
{n college, on account of his lightness, 
he was one of the headiest players in 
the east and soon after graduation 
adopted coaching as a profession. 

At Oberlin college Mr. Heisman’s 
teams attracted attention on account 
of their showing against the much 
stronger schools .of the east. In his 
latter years at that college he defeated 
Ohio State, at that time one of ‘the 
most feared elevens In the country. 

Realizing the ability of Heisman, Au. 
burn got busy and persuaded him to 
come south. His success at the Ala- 
bama school was marked and Auburn 
jumped into the front ranks among the 
southern colleges. Clemson college 
next secured Mr. Heisman’s services, 
and reaped a harvest of athletic vic- 
tories, which they have never equaled 
since his departure. 

The Jackets wete young at this time 
and were having the ,worst Kind of a 
struggle to keep head and shoulders 
above the water. It was nothing but 
defeat for Tech year in and year out, 
and it did not seem as though the tide 
could be stemmed. It was decided to 
Secure a first-class coach who could 
bring the Jackets out of the wilder- 
ness. Helsman was brought down from 
Clemso, and put at the helm in full 
‘harge of athletics at Tech. This was 
n 1904. when a contract was signed 
with him for three vears, with an 
option at the end of this: period. 

In these three years Mr. Heisman 
turned out elevens that snowed the 
Jackets’ rivais under and gave Tech 
a standing in southern athletics. In 
these three years Tech’s growth was 
remarkeble, and it was due largely to 
Coacn He2isman’'s ability {n putting an 
eleven on southern gridirons that ad- 
vertised Georgia Tech as an institution 
of the higwhest rank. 

It is needless to say that at the end 
of his first. contract, Mr. Heisman was 
again siened up. but this time for five 
Years, with a salary of $2,600, and with 
an option ¢«n his services for another 
five years. 

Since coming to Tech let us see what 
Coach Heisman has treated our, opvo- 
nents who play Tech at Poncey to- 
dav. Ip all Teeh has wiayed the Uni- 
versity of Georgia fifteen times and 
has taken seven out cf the fifteen. one 
being a tic. Of these seven most higch- 
ly prized victories Coach Heisman put 
out the teams that took five out of 
these seven. and he has lost to Geor- 
gia only twice. 

Coach Heisman’s success at Tech has 
been remarkable, considering the fact 
that he has been so handicapped bv 
lack of good material and faculty 
backine. Mr. Heisman can never do 
nimeel€ full justice at Tech on account 
of the severe curriculvim which works 
Such a hardshinv on athletics. How- 
ever, it is doubtful if any coach in 
America could equal Coach Heisman’s 
past record at Tech with the material

which he had at his disposal, No one 


better reallzed this fact than Tech men,’ 
and they greedily guiped down his op- 


tion, when the time came. 

Mr. Heisman has had many very at- 
tractive ofters from other schools, in- 
cludine Washington and Jefferson, 
Clemson, Mercer and University of 
Mississippi. But. Tech had first call on 
Mr. Heisman’s services and they could 
lrardly be expected to let go of the best 
in the south. ,

I Gunmen Plead Complete Innocence 


and Say They Were Lured 
to the Scene. 


New York, November 15.—The case 
for the defense in the trial of the 
four gunmen accused of killing the 
sambler, Herman Rosanthal, was com- 
pleted today. Nearly’ a -dozen wit- 
nesses testified in support of the gun- 
men’s claim that the two informers, 
Harry Vallon and “Bridgie” Webber, 
and an unidentified stranger had fired 
the fatal shots at the gambler; that 
three of the defendanrs, “Gyp the 
Blood,” “Lefty Louie” and “Whitey” 
Lewis, were on the scene Only as in- 
nocent spectators, and that the fourth, 
“Dago Frank,” was not there at al!. 

“Dago Frank,” a diamond pin flash- 
ing from his tie, a gold watchchain 
dangling from a walstcoat of the 
latest cut, told on the stand as the 
first witness of the day the story that 
purported to be his alfbi on the night 
of the rnurder. He left “Gyp,” “Lefty” 
and “Whitey” at “Bridgie’ Webber's 
poker rooms just after the mysterious 
stranger had invited tnem all to go to 


He went to the home of his girl, Jéan 
Geordon, he swore. When he got 
there he found that she had been ar- 
rested and he went to the police sta- 
tion to bail her out. It wae not until 
then that he heard of the murder of 
Rosenthal, he declared. 
Four Defendants Met There. 

Then. followed testimony from the 
lips of an old woman which corrobo- 
rated the stories told yesterday by 
the other three defendants that Web- 
ber and Vallon were the real gunmen 
in the ease. The witness was Marv - 
Kydd, who was selling newspapers 
near the Metropole on the morning of 
the murder, and who swore that she 
saw four men fitting the description 
of Jack Rose, Sam Schepos, Webber 
and Valion in a group near the hotel 
and that the shots fired came from 
that group. She did not see the four 
defendants there at all, she said. 

John Hickey, a bartender, swore he 
saw Rosenthal shot at by a man 
whose description in some particular 
fitted that given by tne gunmen of 
the mysterious stranger and in oth- 
ers “Bridgie’ Webber. He saw three 
other men fire, but could not see their 
faces, he said. A barber testified that 
he saw “Bridgie’ Webber running from 
the scene. 

Giovanni Stanish, eye-witness for 
the state, was called tn rebuttal be- 
fore court adjourned and while he was 
on the stand Rose, Webber, Vallon and 
Schepps were brought into the court- 
room and lined up against the ratiing 
in front of which the gunmen were 
sitting. Stanish swore he had not 
seen them at the Metropole. 

Gunmen Face informers. 

The gunmen turned in their seats 
and the sneers and savage glares that 
passed between the two quartets, who 
faced each other in one room for the 
first time since their arrest, excited 
the keen interest of the spectators. 
The informers will be called in rebut- 
tal by the state tomorrow. It Was. 
upon the understanaing that they fiTed 
no shots at Rosenthal that they were 
riven immunity from prosecution. 

It is expected that the case will be 
in the hands of the jury by Tuesday. 
The lawyers indicated’ today that they 
would spend all day Monday in sum- 


ming up.
